Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Porterfield (U.S Patent 6,141,715) 

a. As per claim 1, Porterfield discloses ownership of PCI bus, the method 
including. 

• identifying a target requested by a master; (col.4, lines 47-62) 

• determining if data associated with the target is available; (col.5, lines 24- 
65) 

• assigning a priority to the master based on availability of the data, (col.4, 
lines 22-32) 
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b. As per claim 2, Porterfield discloses the master is assigned a MEDIUM priority. 
(col.4, lines 22-32) 

c. As per claim 3, Porterfield discloses if the data is not available, then the master 
is assigned a LOW priority, (col.4, lines 22-32) 

d. As per claim 4, Porterfield discloses if the data is not available, then the 
master is assigned a HIGH priority, (col.4, lines 22-32) 

e. As per claim 5, Porterfield discloses the target uses delayed transactions to 
complete a read access, (col.6, lines 40-49) 

f. As per claim 6, Porterfield discloses the target integrates a buffer management 
scheme, (col.6, lines 28-39) 

g. As per claim 7, Porterfield discloses the buffer management scheme includes 
an input/output cache, (col.6, lines 28-39) 

h. As per claim 8, Porterfield discloses identifying a target includes sending a 
request signal from the master to an arbiter, (col.4, lines 47-62) 

j. As per claim 9, Porterfield discloses assigning a priority includes sending a 
modified request signal to the arbiter, (col.4, lines 22-32)
